Under powers given by the Wartime Prices and Trade Board to the Co-ordinator, 'y 
Foods Administration, it is hereby ordered on behalf of the Board as follows:— 


PART I—INTRODUCTION AND DEFINITIONS 


APPLICATION OF ORDER ' 


1. (1) This Order comes into force on July 10, 1944, and fixes maximum prices of . 


all kinds, varieties and grades of dry whole and split peas. 


(2) The provisions of Parts II, III and IV of this Order do not apply to sales 
of dry whole or split peas which tive been packaged by a processor in consumer 
cartons of 16 ounces net weight Capacity or less. The maximum price at which any. 
person may sell any dry whole or split peas packaged by a processor in consumer 
cartons of 16 ounces net weight capacity or less shall be his basic period maximum 
price thereof as fixed by Section 7 of The Wartime Prices and Trade Regulations or 
such other maximum price as may ftom time to time be fixed by or under the 
authority of the Board. 


(3) This Order does not apply to sales of dry peas when sold for seeding or plant- 
ing purposes. if

1. (1) This Order comes into force on_July 12, 1944. It fixes maximum prices 
of all types of Canadian grown fresh apricots. It also fixes maximum prices of all 
types of imported fresh apricots during the period July 17, 1944, to September 30, 
1944, both inclusive. Administrator’s Order No. A-1091, as amended, shall not apply 
to sales of imported apricots during that period. 


(2) This Order does not apply to sales of apricots by growers and licensed 
shippers to any manufacturer or processor for use in manufacturing or processing 
any food or other product.

13. (1) On every sale of apricots other than a sale to a consumer the seller shall 
at the time of delivery of the apricots furnish the buyer with an invoice showing the 
name and identifying address of the seller and the buyer, the date of sale, the quantity 
sold, the kind and capacity of the container and the price charged. 


(2) Every such seller shall keep a duplicate copy of each invoice furnished by 
him as required by this Section. 


Recorps oF PURCHASES 


14. Every wholesale distributor, trucker and retailer, immediately upon receipt by 
him of any apricots purchased by him shall make a written record at the place of 
business at which he receives the apricots showing the date of purchase, the name and 
identifying address of his supplier, the quantity purchased, the kind and capacity of 
the containers, the transportation charges, if any, and the actual’price paid. However, 
if such person keeps the copy of the invoice he receives from his supplier in accordance 
with Section 18, he need not keep any other record of the particulars of sale on that 
invoice. 


INSPECTION or RecorDS AND INVOICES : 


15. Every record and invoice which a seller of apricots is required by this Order 
to make and keep shall be kept by him available for inspection by any authorized 
representative of the Board at any time within twelve months of the date of the 
transaction to which it relates.

Under powers given by the Wartime Prices and Trade Board to the Adminis- 
trator of Farm and Construction Machinery and Municipal Service Equipment, it is 
hereby, ordered, as follows:— 


Application and Effective Date 


1. This Order on used equipment comes into force on July 15, 1944, and revokes | 
and replaces Administrator’s Order No. A-845. Wherever used in this Order, the 
expression 

“Used Equipment” means construction equipment or machinery of a kind or type 
listed in Schedule A or Schedule B of this Order which has been used and includes 
any of such equipment or machinery which has been rebuilt or reconditioned. 


Reports of Schedule B Equipment 

2. (1) In this Section which applies only to contractors and distributors, 

“Contractor” means a person who undertakes contracts for construction, removal 
or demolition works of any kind or nature or for any purpose in the performance of 
which used equipment is or may be employed; and 

“Distributor” means a person who deals in equipment listed in Schedule B. 

(2) Every contractor and distributor shall, within the time stated below, register 
with the Administrator on Form CM. 1 each item and unit of used equipment listed 
in Schedule B that he now owns or of which he becomes the owner. The time for 
such registration is as follows: i 

(a) for items and units he owns on July 15, 1944, within thirty days thereafter, 

and 

{b) for items and units of which he becomes the owner after July. 15, 1944, 

within thirty days of becoming the owner. 

(3) Registration under subsection (2) is excused as to items and units owned by 
a contractor or distributor on July 15, 1944, af he is then registered as the owner 
under Order No. A-845. 
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(4) Every contractor and distributor shall, within seven days wis baye Bo 
-.occurs, report to the Administrator on said form CM. 1 each item and unit of his used 
equipment listed in Schedule B which 
(a) becomes idle on completion of the project or particular part thereof on 
which it has been used, 
(b) having been idle is again put to use on a project, or 


(c) becomes So dilapidated, worn or damaged that it is unusable and unfit to 
repair. 


_Essential Project Requirements 


3. (1) In this Section which applies to all persons and to all used equipment, 

“Essential Project” means a work or undertaking authorized or approved by or 
on behalf of the Government of Canada for or as ancillary to the defence of Canada 
or to prosecution of the war by His Majesty or any of His Allies. 


(2) Where any item or unit of used equipment is needed by a person for an 
essential project, the Administrator may by written notice require the owner to sell 
or hire the same, whichever the owner may elect, to such person. The owner in such 
case shall within 48 hours after his receipt of the notice, advise the Administrator by 
telegraphic or other quick means of communication where the needed used equipment 
is located and whether he elects to sell or hhire it. If he elects to sell it he shall also 
state his selling price, not to exceed the lawful maximum price. ; 


(3) If in such a case the owner advises that he elects to sell, the Administrator 
will give the person needing the used equipment 48 hours within which to accept the 
offer to sell. At the end*of that time, if he has informed the Administrator that he 
declines the offer or has failed to inform him of his intentions, the proposed requisi- 
tioning of the used equipment shall be treated as being cancelled and the notice of 
requirement to the owner as having been withdrawn, of which fact the Administrator 
will give prompt notice to the owner. 


(4) If, however, the owner’s offer to sell is accepted, or if he elected to hire the 
used equipment instead of selling it, any directions which the Administrator may issue 
to bring the transaction to completion shall be complied with promptly by the 
persons to whom the directions are issued. 


Approval of Sales of Schedule B Equipment 


4. (1) A person who owns any item or unit of used equipment listed in Schedule B, 
before selling it, shall first obtain the Administrator’s approval. Tio obtain such 
approval ‘he shall make application in duplicate on form CM.2. Where approval is 
given by the Administrator, it shall be evidenced by his endorsement thereof on one 
copy of the application returned to the owner. In every case giving of approval to a 
sale shall be in the Administrator’s discretion. 


(2) In case of emergency (of which fact the Administrator shall be the judge) 
approval of a sale to which this Section applies may be sought and obtained by 
telegraphic communication. 


Maximum Selling Prices of Used Equipment 


5. (1) The maximum price at which used equipment of a kind or type listed in 
either Schedule A or Schedule B may be sold or offered for sale by any person shall 
be as follows:— 

(a) for an item or unit which is in a condition for performance substantially 
equivalent to that of which it was capable when new, and whether or not the 
same has been rebuilt or reconditioned,—the maximum pricey shall be 85 per 
cent of the prevailing price in Canadian funds at which new construction 
equipment of the same or most closely comparable type and model is then 
currently selling at retail; and 

(6) for an item or unit which is not in the condition described in clause (a) ,— 

the maximum price shall be the same as fixed in clause (a) less, however, the 
estimated cost of putting it in such condition.

(2) If in any case doubt exists or dispute arises as to the maximum price at 
which a particular item or unit of used equipment may be sold or offered for sale, the

price and his determination thereof shall be final for all purposes of this Order. 


Hirings of Used Equipment 


6. (1) This and the succeeding Sections of this Order shall, unless otherwise stated, 
apply to all persons and to all used equipment, and, wherever used in this Order, 


“Hiring” means a leasing, letting, renting or other transaction of a similar 
nature by or as the result of which a person obtains possession and right of use of» 
used equipment from another person, whether or not that other person owns the 
same, and a “hiring” includes a re-hiring or renewal of hiring as well as a hiring 
which provides an option or other right of purchase of the used equipment hired. 


(2) This and the succeeding Sections of this Order shall apply to the following 
hirings, namely, 


(a) a hiring by or to any person or between any persons made after June 28, 
1942 or which may be made after July 15, 1944, and 


(b) a re-hiring or renewal of hiring made after July 15, 1944, by or as the result 
of which a person who has had possession and right of use of used equipment 
under a hiring made before July 15, 1944, obtains continuance of his right of 
use of the same used equipment or any item or unit thereof from the same 
person, whether or not the terms of re-hiring or renewal of hiring and of the 
previous hiring are the same. 


(3) Every hiring shall be evidenced by an agreement in writing signed by all the 
persons who are parties to the hiring. This requirement’ applies whether or not the 
person from whom the used equipment is hired is the owner theréof. 


Hirings of Schedule B Equipment 


7. (1) A person who owns or otherwise has the possession of any item or unit of 
used equipment listed in Schedule B, before hiring it to any other person, shall first 
obtain the Administrator’s approval and the procedure in connection therewith shall 
be the same as in the case of a sale of any such used equipment as set forth in Section 
4 of this Order. 


(2) It shall not be necessary, however, to obtain the approval specified in sub- 
section 1 if the hiring is for one single term only of less than 15 days without right 
of renewal, but no renewal of such term or re-hiring of the equipment to the same 
person within thirty days after expiration of such term shall be made without first 
obtaining the Administrator’s approval. 


Maximum Rentals on’ Hirings 


8. (1) The maximum rental which may be charged, received, paid or provided 
for on a hiring of used equipment which, when new, was first sold after September 14, 
1941, shall be as follows:— 


(a) where the hiring is for a term of one month (which means a period of 30 
consecutive days) or longer—the maximum rental shall be the monthly rate 
of 8 per cent of the prevailing price in Canadian funds at which new con- 
struction equipment of the same or most closely comparable type and model 
is selling at retail at or about the time of hiring, plus an additional hourly 
rate of 1/480 of the said’ monthly rate for each hour of operating use in 
excess Of 240 hours of such use during any one month; and if the term of 
hiring ends in a fraction of a month, the maximum rental provided in clause 
(6) following shall apply to each day of such fraction; 


(b) where the hiring is for a term of less than one ‘month,—the maximum rental 
shall be the daily rate of 1/30 of the monthly rate fixed in clause (a) above, 
plus an additional hourly rate of 1/8 of the said daily rate for each hour of 
operating use in excess of the number of hours of such use resulting from 
multiplying by 8 the number of days for which the daily rate is chargeable; 
but, where the operating use exceeds 240 hours, the additional hourly rate for 
each hour of operating use in excess of 240 hours shall be the rate of 1/16 of 
the said daily rate. 


(2) The maximum inal which may be charged, received, said or provided fos 
on a hiring of used equipment which, when new, was first sold on or before September 
14, 1941, shall be as follows: — 


(a) where the inne is for a term of one month (which means a period of 30 
consecutive days) or longer—the maximum rental shall be the monthly rate 
of 8 per cent of the maximum price at which the used equipment may be 
sold as fixed by section 5, plus an additional hourly rate of 1/480 of the said 
monthly rate for each hour of operating use in excess of 240 hours of such 
use during any one month; and if the term of hiring ends in a fraction of a 
month the maximum sas) provided in clause (b) following shall apply to 
each day of such fraction; 


(b) where the hiring is for a term of less than one monththe maximum rental 
shall be the daily rate of 1/30 of the monthly rate fixed in clause (a) above, 
plus an additional hourly rate of 1/8 of the said daily rate for each hour of 
operating use’ in excess of the number of hours of such use resulting from 
multiplying by 8 the number of days for which the daily rate is chargeable; 
but, where the operating use exceeds 240 hours, the additional hourly rate for 
each hour of operating use in excess of 240 hours shall be the rate of 1/16 of 
the said daily rate. 


; (3) For the purpose of determining the maximum rental on any hiring, the term 

of hiring shall be deemed to commence when the used equipment is shipped by the 
person. from whom it is hired and shall be deemed to end when the used equipment 
hired is returned to him at his shipping point or at such other place as the hiring 
agreement may specify. 

(4) Where the total aggregate of all rentals paid by a person on a hiring or 
hirings to him becomes equal to the maximum price fixed by this Order at which the - 
used equipment hired may be sold, the maximum rental for the same used equipment 
which thereafter may be charged, received from or paid by that person under the 
then existing hiring or on a subsequent hiring shall be reduced to and not be more 
than one-eighth (1/8) of the maximum rental which otherwise may be chargeable and 
payable. 


Implied Terms of Hirings 


9. (1) On every hiring it shall be an implied term thereof and of the hiring agree- 
ment that the cost of transportation both ways between shipping point and receiving 
point shall be the obligation of the person to whom the used equipment is; hired. 


(2) Unless the hiring agreement otherwise specifies, the following conditions shall 
be implied terms of every hiring and hiring agreement, and shall be the obligations 
of the person to whom the used equipment is hired, namely,— 


(a) he shall supply at his own expense all fuel and lubricants necessary, 
(6) he shall at his own expense supply an operator, 


(c) he shall at his own expense, maintain, repair and return the used equipment 
in good condition, ordinary wear and tear only excepted) and 


(d) he shall reimburse the person from whom the used equipment is hired for such 
part of all premiums of insurance carried on or in respect of the used equip- 
ment as is proportionate to the term of hiring.

Maximum Consumers’ Prices for Pulpwood Cut From the Stump in 
the Province of Nova Scotia 


(Consolidated as amended by Administrator’s Order No. A-1426) 


Under powers given by the Wartime Prices and Trade Board to the Timber 
Administrator it is hereby ordered on behalf of the Board as follows:— 


Interpretation ‘ 


1. For the purpose of this Order 

(a) “producer” means any: person selling pulpwood except a broker or a dealer; 

(b): “dealer” means a person who has been authorized in writing by the Timber 
Administrator to act as a dealer in pulpwood; 

(c) “broker” means a person who has been authorized in writing by the Timber 
Administrator to act as a broker in pulpwood; 

(d) “consumer” means any manufacturer of pulp and paper purchasing pulpwood 
for use in Canada; 

(dd) Piled at river bank if the pulpwood is delivered from such river bank to 

the mill entirely by river driving, them in that case the maximum price per 
cord fixed by sub-sections (1), (2) and (3) of this Section shall be reduced in 
each case by the actual cost of river driving per cord or $1.00 per cord, 
_ whichever is the lesser. 
(Paragraph (dd) added by Administrator’s Order No. A-1426) 

(e) “cord” means an amount of pulpwood which, when properly stacked, occupies 
a space containing 128 cubic feet; 

(f) “hemlock pulpwood,” “Jack pine or princess pine pulpwood” and ‘ ‘poplar 
pulpwood” mean round and sound bolts of hemlock, Jack pine or princess pine 
ayd poplar respectively; 

(g) “spruce pulpwood” means round and sound bolts of spruce or round and sound 
bolts of spruce mixed with round and sound bolts of balsam and/or fir. 


Balsam and Fir Content of Spruce Pulpwood Restricted 


2. No person shall sell or offer for sale, and no person shall purchase any spruce 
pulpwood with a balsam and/or fir content exceeding that established by custom in 
the local area of the Province of Nova Scotia in which such pulpwood was cut from 
the stump. 


Maximum Consumers’, Prices for Pulpwood 

, 3. (1) The maximum price at which any producer may sell or offer for sale to a 
consumer or at which any consumer may purchase from a producer any hemlock, 
spruce, Jack pine or princess pine or poplar pulpwood cut from the stump in the 
province of Nova Scotia shall be the price per cord shown in the Schedule to this 
Order. 


(2) The maximum price at which any dealer may sell or offer for sale to a 
consumer or at which any consumer may purchase from a dealer any hemlock, spruce, 
Jack pine or princess pine or poplar pulpwood cut from the stump in the province of 
Nova Scotia shall be the price per cord shown in the Schedule increased by 40 cents 
per cord for rough pulpwood and 60 cents per cord for peeled pulpwood. 


(3) The maximum price at which any broker may sell or offer for sale to a con- 
sumer or at which any consumer may purchase from a broker any hemlock, spruce, 
Jack pine or princess pine or poplar pulpwood cut from the stump in the province of 
Nova Scotia shall be the price per cord shown in the Schedule increased by 75 cents 
per cord for rough pulpwood and $1 per cord for peeled pulpwood. 


(4) The prices at which a producer, dealer or broker may sell pulpwood shall be:— 
(a) f.o.b. car at loading point if the pulpwood is delivered by railroad; 
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(b) f.o.b. lake steamer or ocean vessel at loading point if the pulpwood is delivered 
“by lake steamer or ocean vessel, in which case the consumer may pay and the 
seller may accept, in addition to the authorized prices, such loading charge as 
may be approved in writing by the Timber Administrator; 


(c) f.o.b. schooner at loading point if the pulpwood is delivered by schooner, in it 
which case the consumer may pay and the seller may accept, in addition to a 
the authorized, prices, a loading charge not exceeding 25 cents per cord; 


(d) f.ob. truck at the consumer’s mill if the pulpwood is delivered by the seller UAasiat 
by truck to the consumer’s mill, in which case the consumer may pay and the 
seller may accept, in addition to the authorized prices, a delivery, charge not 
exceeding $1.25 per cord when rough and not exceeding $1 per cord when 
peeled; 

(e) f.ob. the consumer’s mill in all other cases and for any other method of 
delivery. 


(5) Any consideration, money or money’s worth given or paid by the buyer to Mi: 
any person in connection with the purchase of any pulpwood or received by the seller i 
from any person in connection with the sale of any pulpwood shall constitute part of 
the price of such pulpwood. 


Consumer Statements of Pulpwood Purchases 


4. Every consumer shall complete in duplicate a statement covering each purchase \ 
of pulpwood made by him giving full particulars of the species of pulpwood bought, 
the price or prices paid therefor and the method of delivery and shall keep one copy ~ Geet: 
of each statement and shall deliver the other copy to the seller. ety"

Processed Cherries 
(Consolidateds as Amended by Administrator's Order No. A-1341) 


Under powers given by the Wartime Prices and Trade Board to the Adminis- 
trator of Processed Fruits and Vegetables, it is hereby ordered as. follows:— 


Piiective Date and Application of Order 


1. (1) This Order comes into force on July 13, 1944. It imposes certain restric- 
tions as to processing frozen pitted sour type cherries. It fixes maximum 
prices of such processed cherries when sold in bulk or in containers having 
a inet weight capacity of more than ten pounds. It also fixes maximum 
prices for processing any type of cherries. 

(2) This Order does not apply to canned cherries. 


Definition 
2. For the purposes of this Order: 
(a) “processor” means a person. who engages in the business of processing cherries 
otherwise than by canning; 
(b) “dealer” means a person, other than a processor, who engages in the business 
of buying processed cherries for resale. 


Maximum Sugar Content of Frozen Cherries 
3. No processor shall process frozen pitted sour type cherries having an added 
sugar content in excess of fifteen percentum (15%) of the net weight of such product. 
Processor’s Maximum Price 
4. (1) The maximum price at which a processor may sell frozen pitted sour type 
cherries (sales tax included) from June fifteenth to August fifteenth, both 
inclusive, in any year, shall be 134 cents per pound f.o.b. cold storage 
warehouse in which the processor stores such cherries. 
(2) During the period from August sixteenth in any year to June fourteenth 
of the following year the maximum price shall be the price set out in 
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subsection (1) hereof plus a sum not exceeding one-quarter cent (4c.) per 
pound per month or any part thereof, calculated from August fifteenth to 
date of delivery in the said period ‘but not in any event exceeding a total 
addition of two cents (2c.) per pound. 

(3) In the event of the processor selling frozen pitted sour type cherries 
otherwise than f.o.b. cold storage warehouse the maximum price thereof 
shall be an amount equal to the maximum price at which he may sell 
those cherries f.o.b. cold storage warehouse. 


Dealer’s Maximum Price 


5. The maximum price at which a dealer may sell frozen pitted sour type 
cherries (sales tax included) shall be the sum of the following :— 

(a) the actual price, including sales tax, paid by him for such foe pitted sour 
type cherries, but not exceeding the maximum price as fixed by this Order 
at which the same may be sold to him by his supplier, 

(b) actual transportation costs paid by him for transporting the frozen pitted 
sour type cherries from the cold storage warehouse to the city, town, or 
village in which the buyer has his place of business, and 

(c) a markup not in any event exceeding 5 per cent of his lawful selling price, 
exclusive of transportation costs as provided in clause (b). of this Section; 
or 


(d) if his total sales of frozen pitted sour type cherries to any buyer during the 
year commencing June 1, 1944, or any year thereafter commencing June 1, are 
less than 10,000 Ibs., a markup on his sales to that buyer not. in any event 
exceeding 10 per cent of his lawful selling price, exclusive of transportation 
costs as provided in clause (b) of this Section.

Interpretation 


1. For the purposes of’ this Order, 

(a) “Greater Ottawa District” means the City of Ottawa and all that part of the 
County of Carleton in the Province of Ontario within a distance of ten 
miles from the “Plaza” in the City of Ottawa; 


(b) “lumber” includes lumber, shingles and lath; 


(c) “point of shipment” means any warehouse, lumber yard or place from which 
lumber or millwork is shipped or delivered. 


Maximum Retailers’ Price Fixed for Greater Ottawa District and the City of Hull 


2. (1) The maximum price (including Federal sales tax) at which any person 
may sell or offer for sale at retail or at which any person may purchase at retail 
any lumber or millwork described in Schedules A and B to this Order which is 
shipped or to be shipped pursuant to such sale or offer from any point or shipment 
within the Greater Ottawa District and the City of Hull in the Province of Quebec 
shall be the price shown for such lumber or millwork in the said Schedules; 


(2) The maximum price (including Federal sales tax) at which any person may 
sell or offer for sale at retail or at which any person may purchase at retail any 
millwork other than the millwork described in Schedule B to this Order which. is 
shipped or to be shipped pursuant to such sale or offer from any point of shipment 
within the Greater Ottawa District and the City of Hull in the Province of Quebec 
shall be the laid-down cost of such millwork to the retailer plus a markup of forty 
percentum (40%) of such cost.

Special Sizes pio Grades of Lumber 


3. (1) When any lumber is manufactured to rough or finished sizes other than 
those sizes designated in Schedule A to this-Order such lumber shall not be sold until 
the price has been fixed upon application made to the Timber Administrator; 


(2) When any lumber is offered for sale in grades not designated or provided 
for in Schedule A to this Order such lumber shall not be sold until the price has 
been fixed upon application made to the Timber Administrator. 


Invoices To Show Particulars of Lumber or Millwork Sold 


4. Every person selling lumber or millwork at retail from any point of shipment 
within the Greater Ottawa District and the City of Hull in the Province of Quebec 
shall complete in duplicate an invoice covering each such sale made by him stating 
therein the point of shipment and full particulars of the species, sizes and grades of 
the lumber or millwork sold and the price or prices charged therefor, and shall keep 
on file one copy of each invoice and shall deliver the other copy to the purchaser.

5. This Order shall be effective on and after the Ist day of August, 1944.

(2) The maximum price at which a used bicycle which is not a rebuilt bicycle or 
the equivalent of a rebuilt bicycle may be sold by any person shall be an amount 
equal to the maximum price of a rebuilt bicycle of the same make, kind and age, 
less the amount of the estimated cost of making it into a rebuilt bicycle. However, 
the maximum price shall not in any event exceed sixty per cent of the maximum 
price of such used bicycle if it had been rebuilt.

5. Every sale of a rebuilt bicycle or the equivalent of a rebuilt bicycle shall carry 
with it in favour of the buyer and binding upon the seller, an implied-warranty that 
it is a rebuilt bicycle or the equivalent of a rebuilt bicycle according to the foregoing 
definitions thereof, and that forthwith upon demand and at his own expense the seller 
will make all repairs and replace all worn, broken and missing parts thereof which from

If a customer operates a branch of his business 
or otherwise operates more than: one place of business he shall be deemed to be a 
separate customer in respect of each branch or place of business operated by him, and 
delivery to him shall be made to the place of business designated by such customer 
or, if delivery is by railway, by boat, or by transhipment by railway or boat, to the 
railway station or on the dock at the boat’s port of call, as the case may be, nearest 
to such designated place of business.

PART II—Maximum WHOtgESALE PRICES 


Sales by Persons in Zones

Sales Invoices 

15. (1) Every person who sells any pork product at wholesale shall on every 
sale and concurrently with delivery to the buyer, furnish him with an invoice showing 
the following :— 

(a) the name and identifying address of the seller and the buyer and the date of 

sale; 

(b) the weight and price per pound of each pork product sold to the buyer and in 
the case of any pork product numbered. and named in Schedule “A” o 
Schedule “B” hereto, specifying accurately such product by its product Shee 
in addition to any other description used by the seller and, in the case of any 
pork product listed in Schedule “C” hereto, specifying such product by the 
name given to it in such Schedule; and © 

(c) the freight or express charges, if any, added to the price under Section 5. 

(2) Every person who sells pork products at wholesale shall retain a duplicate 
copy of each invoice furnished by him as required by this Section. 

16. (1) Every person who sells pork products at wholesale or at retail shall upon 
receipt by him of any pork product purchased or otherwise acquired by him imme- 
diately prepare and shall thereafter keep at the place of business at which he receives 
the same, a written record showing :— 

(a) the name and identifying address of his supplier and the date of purchase or 

acquisition; 

(b) the weight and price per pound paid of each pork product purchased by him 
and in the case of any pork product numbered and named in Schedule “A” or 
Schedule “B” hereto, specifying accurately such product by its product number 
in addition to any other description used by the seller and, in the case of any 
pork product listed in Schedule “C” hereto, specifying such product by the 
name given to it in such Schedule; and 

(c) the freight or express charges, if any, paid by him and charged by hig sup- 
plier under Section 5; and 

(d) if a retailer, actual transportation charges paid by him for transporting the 
meat from his receiving point to his place of business. 

(ONS bina person retains, available for mspection by any authorized representative 
of the Board, an invoice furnished to him by his supplier in accordance with Section 
15, it will not be necessary for him to keep any other record of the particulars set 
forth in the invoice. 


Inspection of Records and Invoices 

17. Every record and invoice required by this Order to be prepared, furnished. or 
retained shall be made available for inspection by any authorized representative of 
the Board at all times for twelve months from the date of the transaction to which it 
relates. 


Retail Sales Slips 

18. Every person who sells any pork product at retail or any portion or cut 
thereof shall, upon request of the buyer, furnish him with a sales slip showing the 
date of sale, the seller’s name and address and the weight and the price per pound 
charged.

' Administrator’s Order No. A-687. It establishes grades for macaroni products and 
g fixes maximum prices for sales by all sellers of those products. 


Definitions. 


2. For the purposes of this Order, 

: (a) “macaroni product” means an alimentary paste product made’ from wheat 

f flour or semolina or from a combination thereof, with or without the 
addition of the solids of egg or egg yolk or any other ingredient added in 
accordance with the regulations under the Food and Drug Act; 

(6) “standard grade macaroni product” means a macaroni product made from 
sound hard wheat flour or sound durum: wheat flour or from a combination 
of such flours with or without hard wheat semolina or durum wheat semolina. 
It may contain the solids of eggs or egg yolk or any other ingredient added 
in accordance with the regulations under the Food and Drug Act; 

(c) “choice grade macaroni product” means a macaroni product made only from 
hard wheat semolina or durum wheat semolina or from a combination of 

_ such semolinas. It also may contain the solids of eggs or egg yolk or any other | 
ingredient added: in accordance with the regulations under the Food and Drug 
Act; 

(d) “fancy grade macaroni product” means a laminated or, twisted standard or. 
choice grade macaroni product; 

(e) “wholesale distributor” means a person, other than a manufacturer, who sells 
macaroni products otherwise than at retail; 

(f) “manufacturer” means a person who manufactures macaroni products for sale; 

(g) “sell” as used in this Order also covers an offer to sell. 


Definitions of areas where Prices apply. 

3. For the purposes of this Order, Canada is divided into the following areas: 

(a) Area No. 1 composed of the provinces of Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, Quebec and that part of the province of Ontario lying to the

Maximum Prices for Sales by Wholesale Distributors and Retailers of Fresh Water 


Fish, Atlantic Curéd Fish and Atlantic fresh and frozen Shell Fish 
Under powers given by the Wartime Prices and Trade Board to the Administrator 
of Fish and Fish Products, it is: hereby ordered as follows: 
Application of Order 


1. This Order only applies to sales at wholesale and at retail of the following 
fish and fish products: 


(a) fresh, frozen, smoked, cured or otherwise processed fresh water fish except 
salmon and other fish which only inhabit fresh water temporarily; 


(b) Atlantic cod, herring (including sardines), haddock, mackerel, hake and 
pollock, cured with salt or vinegar or otherwise cured; 


(c) fresh or frozen Atlantic lobsters, clams, oysters, crabs, shrimps, scallops, 
winkles and other fresh or frozen Atlantic shell fish. 


2. Administrator’s Order No. A-564 is hereby revoked. 


3. This Order comes into force on December 1, 1944. It replaces said Order 


ap A-564 to the extent that it applied to the fish and fish products listed in Section 


1 of this Order. 


Definitions 

4. For the purposes of this Order, 

(a) “Atlantic” as used in this Order refers to fish and fish products caught or 
taken or processed from fish caught or taken in waters off the eastern coast 
of Canada or off the coast of Newfoundland or from the waters of any river 
flowing into the Atlantic Ocean; 

(b) “fish” and “fish products” mean respectively, the fish and fish products to 
which this Order applies; 

(c) “processor” means a person who buys or otherwise acquires fish from a primary 
producer and processes them or has them processed for him for resale, by 
heading, gutting, dressing, filleting, freezing, icing, smoking or curing; 

(d) “sell” as used in this Order also covers an offer to sell; 

(e) “wholesale distributor” means any person other than a primary producer or 
a processor who sells at wholesale; 

(f) “sell at wholesale” means to sell otherwise than at retail. 


Sales by Wholesale Distributors 


5. (1) The maximum price at which a wholesale distributor may sell any fish 
or fish products at wholesale shall be the sum of the following, f.o.b. his place oF 
business; 

(a) the actual price paid by him for the fish or fish products; 

(b) actual transportation charges, not exceeding the common carrier rate, paid 

by him and which are not included in such actual price; and 

(c) subject tio subsections (2) and (3) of this Section, a markup (percentage of 

cost) not exceeding the lawful markup (percentage of cost) customarily 
obtained by him during the basic period from September 15 to October 
11, 1941, both inclusive, on sales of the same or a substantially similar kind 
and cualiiy of fish or fish products.

6. (1) When sales of fish or fish products are made by and between wholesale 
distmibutors the total amount of the markups of all the wholesale distributors combined 
must not exceed the highest amount of markup which the first of them could have 
included as part of his selling Deve on a sale to a person other than a wholesale 
distributor. 


(2) Every wholesale distributor when iliac to another wholesale distributor 
shall, on the invoice furnished by him to the buyer, state the proportiom of the total 
combined markup that has been taken by him and by all other wholesale distributors 
who handled the fish or fish products, and the amount thereof available for the 
buyer. 


Prepaid Freight Not to be Considered in computing Wholesale Markup 


7. At the request of the buyer a wholesale distributor may prepay the transporta- 
tion charges on any shipment of fish. or fish products to the city, town or village 
in which the buyer has his place of business but in that event he must show the 
transportation charges as a separate item on his sales invoice to the buyer and must 
not include such charges in computing his markup. 


Sales at Retail 


8. The maximuin price at which any person other than a primary producer may 
sell any fish or fish products at retail shall be the sum of the following: 


(a) tthe actual price paid by him for the fish or fish products but not exceeding, 
if he buys them from a wholesale distributor, the maximum price at which 
the same may be sold to him by a wholesale distributor;

11. (1) On every sale of fish or fish products other than on a sale at retail, 
every seller shall at the time of delivery to the buyer, furnish him with an invoice 
showing the name and identifying address of the seller and the buyer, the date of 
the sale, the variety and the style of dressing and quality and price per pound or per ~ 
container (if shell tish) charged for such fish or fish products. 


_ (2) Every seller shall retain a duplicate copy of each more furnished by him 
-as required by this Section. 


12. Every wholesale distributor and retailer shall immediately upon receipt 
by him of any fish or fish products purchased by him, prepare and shall thereafter 
‘keep a written record showing separately for each wholesale or each retail place of 
business operated by him, the date of purchase, the name and identifying address of 
his. supplier, the kind, variety and quality of the fish or fish products, the actual 
price per pound or per container (if shell fish) and the transportation charges paid. 

13. (1) If a person retains, available for inspection by any authorized representative © 
of the Board, an invoice furnished by his supplier in accordance with Section 11, it 
shall not be necessary for him to keep any other record of the particulars set forth 
in the invoice. 

(2) Every record and invoice required by this Order to be prepared, furnished 
or retained shall be made available for inspection for twelve months from the date 
of the transaction to which it relates.

1. This Order comes into force on January 2, 1945, and revokes and replaces

Definitions

(a) “Administrator” means the Administrator of Motor Vehicles and Parts and 
includes a Deputy Administrator;

(c) “dealer” means any person who in the ordinary course of business buys, 
sells, or otherwise: deals in used cars but from and after March 31, 1945, no 
person shall be deemed to be a dealer unless he holds a permit issued under 
Section 15 of this Order;

12. On every sale by a dealer of a reconditioned car or of a car which is described 
as reconditioned in the statement of sale there is hereby imposed, as a term or- 
condition of the sale, an implied warranty by the dealer that the said car and its 
options are in good operating condition and that the dealer will forthwith, upon 
demand in writing made within thirty days after the delivery of the said car to the 
purchaser and not otherwise, supply all labour necessary to put the car and its 
options in good operating condition and in so doing will replace all worn, defective, 
broken and missing parts and attachments thereof that are necessary for the due 
performance of the said car, at not more than fifty per cent of his lawful maximum 
price for such labour, parts and attachments; provided, however, that this warranty 
does not extend to accessories, tires, tubes, paint, glass, upholstery, or to any repairs 
or replacements made necessary by an accident or by misuse or negligence on the 
part of the purchaser. 


- Records to be Kept. 


‘18. Each dealer shall keep and produce to the Administrator or any representative 
of the Board on request a full and complete record of the used cars which he owns 
on December 30, 1944, or subsequently acquires, which record shall show: 

(a) price paid by him for each car, and how, when and to whom such price 
was paid; 

(b) all accessories or options included with each car; 

(c) make, model, body type, model year, and serial number of each car; 

(d) a detailed list of repairs made by him or on his behalf to each car and 
expenses chargeable to each car; 

(e) the statement of sale required under Section 11, as each car is sold; 

(f) such other information as may from time to time be required by the, 
Administrator. ZI 


Quarterly Reports from Dealers. 


14. On or before February 10, 1945, and quarterly thereafter, every person carry- 
ing on the business of buying or selling used cars shall file for the information of the 
Administrator, at the nearest office of the Board, a report in duplicate signed by him 
showing his name and address and the make, model, body type, model year, serial 
number, options and accessories (including spare tire and tube) on each used car in 
his possession or under his control or in the possession of another on his behalf, as 
at the last day of the preceding month. Cars for sale or being prepared for sale and 
cars not listed for sale shall be listed separately and the reason why any listed car is not 
for sale shall be stated in the report. 


Dealers Must Hold Permits. 


15. (1) From and after March 31, 1945, no person who is not the holder of a 
valid permit issued to him by the Administrator in respect of each place of business 
operated by him shall (a) carry on the business of selling used cars, or (b) purchase 
or acquire any used car except.in accordance with Section 10 and except to the extent 
that he may be authorized in writing under subsection (4) of this Section to acquire 
any used car as a trade-in. 


(2) Every person carrying on the business of buying or selling used cars on 
January 2, 1945, and who desires to continue in such business after March 31, 1945, 
shall on or before February 10, 1945, make a return to the Administrator on a form 
provided by the Board; and every person who desires to commence such business 
after January 2, 1945, shall make an application to they Administrator on a form 
provided by the Board for a permit. 


Nore:— Forms may be obtained at the nearest office of the Board. 


(3) If the Administrator is satisfied that the person making the return or the 
application has adequate facilities for repairing and reconditioning used cars the Ad- 
Ministrator may issue in respect of each place of business operated by that person 
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a gerne: io ‘that ‘person ‘to carry on Ab giess as a dealer and: ao permit shall at 
all times be prominently displayed in that place of business. If the Administrator 
is not satisfied that a permit should be issued he may decline to issue one. 


(4) Any person who fails to make the return required by subsection (2) or iG 


: - whom notice is given that a permit will not be issued, shall not dispose of any car 
on hand or acquire any additional car except on such terms and conditions ag the. 


Administrator may prescribe. ‘ 


Qther Transactions Covered by this Order. 

16. This Order shall extend and apply to the sale of a used car by any person as 
his personal or household effect, and to an isolated sale of a used car by any person 
not in the business of selling motor vehicles and to the sale of a used car by auction. 


Exemptions. 

17. The provisions of this Order shall be subject to such written exemptions as 
the Administrator may grant, upon application to him, in such special cases as he 
deems proper.

11. On every sale by a dealer of a reconditioned commercial vehicle or of a 
commercial vehicle which is described as reconditioned in the statement of sale, there 
is hereby imposed, as a term or condition of the sale, an implied warranty by the 
dealer that the said vehicle and its extras are in good operating condition and that 
_the dealer will forthwith, upon demand in writing made within thirty days after 
the delivery of the said vehicle to the purchaser and not otherwise, supply all labour 
necessary to put the vehicle and its extras in good operdting condition and in so 
doing will replace all worn, defective, broken and missing parts and attachments 
thereof that are necessary for the due performance of the said vehicle at not more 
than fifty per cent of his lawful maximum price for such labour, parts and attach- 
ments; provided, however, that this warranty does not extend to accessories, -tires, 
tubes, paint, glass, upholstery, or to any repairs or replacements made necessary by 
an accident or by misuse or negligence on the part of the purchaser. 


Administrative Powers 
12. The Administrator may from time to time require any person owning or 
having possession, control or power to dispose of any used commercial vehicle to deal 
with, use, dispose of or supply all or any of such vehicle to such person or persons 
as he may specify and at such time or times and place or places and upon such terms 
and conditions as he may specify. 
Records to be Kept P 
13. Each dealer shall keep and produce to the Administrator or any representative 
of the Board on request a full and complete record of any used commercial vehicle 
which he owns on January 2, 1945, or subsequently acquires, which record shall show: 
(a) price paid by him for each vehicle and how, when and to whom such price was 
paid; 
(b) all extras included with each vehicle; 
(c) make, model, wheelbase, rated capacity, type, body, and model year a each 
vehicle; — 
(d) a detailed list of repairs made by him or on his behalf to each vehicle and 
*expenses chargeable to each vehicle; 
(e) the statement of sale required under Section 10 as each vehicle is sold; 
(f) such other information as may from time to time be required by the Ad- 
ministrator.

(Consolidated as Amended by Administrators Order No. A-1577) 


Under powers given by the Wartime Prices and Trade Board to the Administrator 


of Imported Grocery Items, it is hereby ordered as follows: 


INTRODUCTION 
1. This Order comes into force on January 10, 1945. 


2. In this Order, 
(a) (Deleted by Administrators Order No. 1577.) 


_ (b) “Corporation” means Commodity Prices Stabilization Corporation Ltd.; 


: the 


(c) “first distributor” means a person to whom the Corporation supplies dried 
dates; 


(d) “sale at wholesale” means any sale except a sale by the Corporation to a 
first distributor and a sale at retail and “sell at wholesale” shall have a cor- 
responding meaning; 


(e) “sell” includes an offer to sell. 


Part I—Sates spy First Disrrisutors 
3. No first distributor shall sell dried dates at retail. 
4. The maximum price at which a first distributor may sell dried dates, shall be 
sum of the following, f.o.b. his place of carload distribution: 
(a) the gross contract price payable to the Corporation for the dried dates; 


(b) a handling or service charge not exceeding 5 cents per 100 pounds of dried 
dates, net weight; and 


(c) transportation charges, bank charges, foreign exchange, customs duty, sales tax, 
war exchange tax, excise tax and marine and war risk insurance borne by the 
first distributor, if not included in the gross contract price or otherwise refund- 
able by the Corporation. 


Part JJ—Sares rrom BuLkK 


Sales at Wholesale from Bulk other than by First Distributors. 


5. The maximum price at which a person other than a first distributor may sell 


at wholesale any dried dates except factory packaged dried dates, shall be the sum 
of the following, f.o.b. his place of business: 


(a) the actual price paid by him for the dried dates but not exceeding the maximum 
price that may be charged him by his supplier; 


(b) if he took delivery of the dried dates at a point which is not situated within 
the limits of the city, town or village in which his place of business is situated, 
the actual amount not exceeding the common carrier freight rate, paid by him 
in transporting the dried dates from such receiving point to such city, town 
or village; and 


(c) a percentage markup not exceeding the lawful percentage markup customarily 
obtained by him during the basic period from September 15 to October 11, 
1941, both inclusive, on sales of similar dried dates, but not in any event. 
exceeding 10 per cent of his selling price.

_ 6. The maximum price at which a person may sell at retail any dried dates | 
factory packaged dried dates shall be the sum of the following: 


(a) the actual price paid by him for the dried dates, but not exceeding the maximum 
price that may be charged him by his supplier; 


(b) if his supplier is not by this Order required to deliver free to him, the actual 
amount, not exceeding the common carrier freight rate, paid by him in 
transporting the dried dates from his supplier’s shipping point to the city, 
town or village in which he has his place of business; and 


(c) the lesser of the following two markups: 


(i) the markup which under the provisions of Board Order No. 450 corresponds 
to the lawful percentage markup customarily obtained by him during the 
said basic period on sales of similar dried dates bought from a wholesaler; 


(ii) the markup under the symbol “G” in Schedule “A” of Board Order No. 
450 calculated according to the provisions of that Order PLUS a packag- 
ing allowance of one cent per package, if he packages the dried dates in 
any kind of container either prior to or at the time of sale; provided that 
if they are packaged. prior to sale the price is marked on the package or, 
if packaged at the time of sale, they are displayed in bulk with a price 
card showing clearly the price for each quantity which comprises a unit 
of sale; or 


(d) if he bought the dried dates from a first distributor, the lesser of the following 
two markups; 


(i) the markup which under the provisions of Board Order No. 450 corresponds 
to the lawful percentage markup customarily obtained by him during the 
said basic period on sales of similar dried dates bought from an importer 
or imported by him;

‘Parr I[]—Sautes or Facrory Packacep Drizp Dates 
Definitions. 


7. For the purposes of this Order, 


(a) “processor” means a person who during 1941 bought dried dates in the case in 
which they were imported and who processed and repackaged them: into factory 
packaged dried dates for sale to retailers; 

(b) “factory packaged dried dates” means dried dates processed and repackaged 
in layered form in a consumer style and size of cardboard carton or cellulose 
or other transparent or semi-transparent type of container.

Prohibitions Respecting Repackaging and Sale of Factory Packaged Dried Dates. 
8. (1) No processor shall sell any factory packaged dried dates at retail. 


(2) No person other than a processor shall process and repackage for sale any 
dried dates as factory packaged dried dates. 


(3) No processor shall during any year commencing’ with the year 1945 sell a 
quantity (by weight) of factory packaged dried dates which is a greater proportion 
(by weight) of his total sales of dried dates during that year than the proportion (by 
weight) which his sales of factory packaged dried dates during the year 1941 was of 
his total sales of dried dates during the year 1941. ‘ 
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Salps of Factory Packaged Dried Dates by Processors. 


9. The maximum price at which a processor may sell any factory pholiged dried 
dates, shall be the sum of the following, f.o.b. his place of business: 


(a) the actual price paid by him for the dried dates in the cases in which they were 
imported, but not exceeding the maximum price that may be charged him 
by his supplier; 


(b) sales tax actually paid by him, if not included in the price paid for the dried — 7 


dates; 


(c) if he took delivery of the dried dates at a point which is not situated within 
the limits of the city, town or village in which his place of business is situated, 
the actual amount, not exceeding the common carrier freight rate, paid by 
him in transporting the dried dates from such receiving point to such city, 
town or village; 


(d) the actual cost of processing and packing the dried dates but not more per 
pound (net weight) than the following amount: 


(i) 5 cents per pound when packaged in a size up to 9 ounces; 


(ii) 4 cents per pound when packaged in a size over 9 ounces and under 
20 ounces; or 


(iii) 3 cents per pound when packaged in a size of 20 ounces or more; and 


(e) a percentage markup not exceeding the lawful percentage markup customarily 
obtained by him during the said basic period, on sales of similar factory 
packaged dried dates; but not in any event exceeding

(a) the actual price paid by him for the factory packaged dried dates but not 
exceeding the maximum price that may be charged him by his supplier; 


(b) if he took delivery of the factory packaged dried dates at a point which is 
not situated within the limits of the city, town or village in which his place of 
business is situated, the actual amount, not exceeding the common carrier 
freight rate, paid by him in transporting the dates from such receiving point 
to such city, town or village; and 


(c) a percentage markup not exceeding the lawful percentage markup customarily 
obtained by him during the said basic period, on sales of similar factory 
packaged dried dates; but not in any event exceeding 10 per cent of his selling 
price.

11. The maximum price at which a person (other than a processor) may sell at 
retail, factory packaged dried dates shali be the sum of the following:

(b) if his supplier is not by this Order required to deliver free to him, the actual

‘12. On a sale at wholesale of dried dates or factory packaged dried dates by any 
seller to a buyer whose place of business is within the limits of the city, town or 
village in which the seller has his place of business or is within the seller’s customary 
free delivery zone, delivery shall be free to that buyer. 


Combined Markups of Wholesalers. 

13. (1) When sales of dried dates or factory packaged dried dates are made by and 
between wholesalers (other than first distributors) the total amount of the markup 
of all the wholesalers combined must not exceed the amount of markup which 
the first of them could have included as part of his selling price on a sale at wholesale 
to a person other than a wholesaler. 

(2) When a sale of dried dates or factory packaged dried dates is made by any 
wholesaler to another wholesaler, the maximum markup which the selling wholesaler 
may include as part of his selling price shall be not more than 2 per cent of such price. 

(3) Every wholesaler (other than a first distributor) on a sale to another whole- 
saler shall state on the invoice furnished the buying wholesaler the proportion of the ._ 
total combined markup that has been taken by himself and by any other wholesaler ~ 
who previously handled the dried dates or factory packaged dried dates, as the case 
may be, and the amount of the markup remaining to be taken.

Sales Invoices. 
14. (1) On every sale of any dried dates or factory packaged dried dates, other 
than a sale at retail, the seller shall at the time of delivery furnish the buyer with an 
invoice showing, in addition to any other particulars which by this Order he is required 
to shew on his‘invoice, the following: 

(a) the name and identifying address of the seller and the buyer and the date 
of sale; 

(6) the quantity sold and the price charged therefor and if the dried dates are not 
factory packaged dried dates, the net shipping weight of the containers, unless 
marked on the containers. 

(2) Every seller shall keep a duplicate copy of each invoice furnished him as 

required by this Section. 


Records of Purchases. 

15. Every person who buys any dried dates or factory packaged dried dates for 
resale shall immediately upon receipt of such dates make a written record at the place 
of business at which he receives the dates showing: 

(a) the name and identifying address of his supplier and the date of purchase; 

(b) the quantity of dried dates purchased and if the dried dates are not factory 

packaged dried dates, the net shipping weight of the containers,-unless marked 
on the containers; and 

(c) the actual price paid, transportation charges and other amounts, if any, included 

in his laid-down cost of the dried dates.

Retention and Inspection of Records and Invoices. ; 
16. (1) Ifa person retains, available for, inspection by any authorized representative 
‘of the Board, an invoice furnished to him in accordance with Section 14, he need not 
keep any other record of the particulars set forth on that invoice. 


(2) Every record and invoice which a person is by this Order required to make 
and keep shall be kept by him available for inspection by any authorized representative 
of the Board at any time within twelve months after the date of the transaction to . 
which it relates. <j 


Sales Slips on Sales at Retail. 


17. Every person who sells dried dates or factory packaged dried dates at retail 
shall upon request of the buyer furnish him with a sales slip showing the date of sale, 
the seller’s name and address, the quantity of the dried dates sold and the price charged. ~
